“Tn 1842, it had been estimated that there were 2,000 nuns, 1,700 


_. ‘tortiks, and 3,500 secular clergy in Mexico, and that the number of their 
~~  eonventual estates was 150, The nuns alone possessed fifty-eight prop- 
‘erties, producing an annual revenue of $560,000. The clergy were in- 


adequate to the spiritual needs of a population, estimated at that time 
at 7,000,000 souls, but possessed estates worth at least $90,000,000.” 
Now, let us analyze these figures: Two thousand 
nuns, living on fifty-eight estates, on many of which 
boarding schools were conducted, had an income of 
$560,000. This averages $9,655 from each estate, re- 
sulting from farm crops and boarders’ tuition, Even 
if this revenue were divided among the Sisters alone, 
it would mean $280 a year each, or less than $24 a 
month, barely sufficient to clothe and feed them, not 
to speak of covering the expenses incidental to the 
up-keep of these institutions. The 1,700 monks and 
3,500 secular clergy, a total of 5,200, are in. charge of 
property worth $90,000,000. The 3,500 secular clergy 
needed that many churches and residences; the 1,700 
monks were distributed among many different re- 
ligious orders who had separate monasteries, and 
looked after several hundred parishes. Why, bless 
you, these figures really spell cheap church edifices, 
‘monasteries and residences, after deducting the cost 
of several very beautiful cathedrals. One Protestant 
congregation in New York City possesses holdings 
representing greater value than all the Catholic prop- 
erty in Mexico. The number of Methodists in the 
United States is not as large as the number of Cath- 
olics in Mexico, yet how many times-greater is the 
property valuation of all their churches, parsonages, 
etc.? Before me is a report published by the Northern 
Indiana District Conference of Methodists. It shows 
the value of churches and parsonages alone to be 
$4,408,000, and that ministers in this small district 
were paid in salaries $337,000 last year. 
dreover, it must be remembered that the clergy 
eame to Mexico three hundred years previous, when 
that country’s land was worth no more than the land 
in North America three hundred and fifty years ago— 
say, ten cents per acre. The land secured by the re- 
ligious orders in that day cost practically nothing, and 


worth the $90,000,000 without any religious edifices. 
Most monasteries, convents and priest’s dwellings 
ere built many years ago, so that the present genera- 
ons contributed nothing except to their up-keep.

talks concerning articles which have appeared in them, and by showing 


their personal appreciation of Catholic periodicals. It should be a point. 


of honor in particular with every member of thépe committees to encour- 
age the circulation of the Sodality Magazine and to Interest their friends 
and fellow Sodalists so that they will read its pages carefully, particularly 
those which refer to Sodality matters and questions. To encourage Cath- 
olics to read Catholic literature is one of the most fruitful of present-day 
good works, and, be it sald with sorrow, one of the most greatly needed. 

The members of this Committee will find that the Catholic papers and 
magazines will gladly cooperate with them by furnishing free sample 
copies and by offering special premiums for-the Sodalities which succeed 
in turning in the greatest number of subscriptions. 

A thoroughly businesslike spirit should permeate the activities of 
this Section, and the profits which are made on the Church Door library 
and the book-rack should Be used to best advantage fn widening out these 
activities. With care and good judgment the funds used in this work may 
be made to increase and thus afford better opportunities for wider work in

CATHOLIC PERSPECTIVE, 


Catholics may often find themselves sorely perplexed. Appeals, urgent 
and insistent, are made upon them from every side. Each represents a 
noble cause. Each comes with the highest recommendations. Each ad- 
dresses itself to their hearts and strikes deep responsive chords within 
their soul. They must be dead to every Christly sentiment, did they fail 
to be touched by them. Yet how can they respond to them ali? 

There are parish duties to be fulfilled. There are schools to be butflt 
and supported. There are personal calls of charity to be answered. There 
are social and civic interests to be considered in which the welfare of souls 
and of the Church is involved. There are children to be saved at home 
and in the lands afar. There are domestic missions and foreign missions 
that may not be overlooked. There are scholarships to be supplied to 
needy students for the priesthood and the distant fields of labor. There 
is the Catholic press to be promoted and the next door neigubor to be 
helped or saved. Above all, there are our own homes to be sanctified ever 
more and more. 

it is not to be presumed that each of the countless appeals can be 
answered by every one. Yet a general Catholic interest in them is to be 
almed at by us all, aside from that most necessary assistance of our pray- 
ers which can be universal as the interests of the Christ and of His 
Church. 

Beyond this it is only too true that our physical powers are limited, 
and our purses perhaps are slender. There is evident need, therefore, of 
what at the head of this article is described as Catholic Perspective. 

Perspective is used in a picture to convey the impression of depth 
and distance. All the objects in a given scene are represented by the 
artist, but not all are given the same fullness of light and treatment. Same 
are large and in the fore ground. Others are small and more vaguely seen 
in the distance, though not therefore lost to sight. They, too, have been 
lovingly dwelled upon by the painter. 

Accordingly as the same scene is represented from one point of view 
or from another, objects change their position and their relative import- 
ance in the picture. The distant cliff which blends with the mist can be 
set in the foreground, catching up the splendors of the morning on its 
peaks of eternal snow, while the waves can be seen curling white with 
foam about its rock base. 

So the various classes of Catholic interests: the interests of home and 
parish and country and distant mission field are all embraced in the zea! 
of the faithful, They neglect none of these if they wish to be worthy of 
the name they bear. Yet all these interests cannot stand out with the 
same largeness and clearness, nor can they have for all the same relative 
position, But a proper Catholic perspective will include them all, and 
give to each its due importance in our lives. That importance may differ 
according to each one’s peculiar situation, his opportunities and the lights 
God deigns to give him. 

Home interests are never, therefore, to loom up so mightily that they 
obscure all other vision. This would not only indicate a total absence of 
perspective, but the absence of all appreciation, even of the meaning of 
Catholicity. 

The words of the Cardinal Archbishop of Lyons deserve to be quoted 
in this connection. It was suggested to him in the midst of the dreadfu! 
edistress caused in his country by the world war, that it would be im- 
prudent under such conditions to urge the people to contribute to the for- 
eign missions. With a noble indignation he answered: “Only persons 
little instructed in the life of the Church would argue thus. To come with 
an alms to the aid of the missionaries is to lend to God, Who will be 
happy.to give us interest on the loan.” 

Our perspective, therefore, must be catholic. It must include, as far 
as possible, the wide field of the Church's activities. We should strive to 
assist, at least in a general way, in all her large interests, though we can- 
not enter into all their details. The sophism that our help is exclusively 
required at home must be no less indignantly rejected by us than by the 
apostolic Cardinal Archbishop. 

But a perspective there must be, a proper understanding of the rela- 
tive importance of lending assistance to the various Catholic interests as 
seen at any moment from our own particular point of view. The Spirit of 
God may help us here by His own speciat lights and attractions. Objects 
that stand in the foreground of one life, may be set in a more diminished 
distance in another, no less holy and perfect: Each soul requires its own 
lights and its own guidance, aside from the obvious duties of the state of 
life and the surroundings amid which it ia placed by God. 

What can therefore be said for all alike, is that in the first place our 
interests should be catholic, They must not be limited to home and coun.
